MR, CRANE’S TALK ON DECORATION. 


An Interesting Lecture Supplemented with 
Numerous Charcoal 
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Briefs and is Going to Washington. 

SNK, III., Jan. .5.—[Special, }—At- 
torney-Genéral Hunt has prepared briefs on 
behalf of the State in the Anarchist cases now 
pending in the United States Supreme Court 
—the case of Samuel Fielden vs. The State of 
Illinois. on à writ of error to the Supreme 
Court of Iilinois, and the case of Michael 
Schwab vs. A. W. Berggren, Warden of the 
Illinois Penitentiary. etc., on appeal from the 
Circuit Court for the Northern District of Illi 
nois. In the latter case there was an applica- 
tiom in the United States Circuit Court for a 
writ of habeas corpus, but this was denied by 
Judge Gresham, and the appeal is fram that 
decision, In the Fielden case the Attorney- 
General contends that: 

1. No final judgment is involved for the review 
of which a writ of error will lie. Sec. 709 of the 
United States statates authorizes a writ of error 
to review a “tinal judgment or decree.” It is 
claimed that the order complained of in this case 
is not a “ final jadgment or decree.” 

2. The question involved in the record relates 
wholly to the internal police regulations of the 
State, and no Federal question is involved, hence 
the Federal court is without jurisdiction, 

3. The Illinois Supreme Court had no power to 
make the amendment asked for at the time the 
court was asked tomake the amendment in its 
records and its decision on its own process is final. 

4. The amendment asked is inconsequential, 
and its refusal did not injure plaintiff in error 
nor could its allowang affect the judgment. 

In the Schwab case the Attorney-General 
holds that: 


1. The detention by the Warden is lawful. 

2. Neither the rights of the petitioner nor the 
jurisdiction of the court is affected by the fact 
that he ig a subject of the King of Germany. 

3. Thé judgment of the Criminal Court of Cook 
County was pot in any way affected by the writ of 
error to the Supreme Court or the final judgment 
of the Supreme Court thereon. 

4. The petitioner had no right to be present in 
the Supreme Court at the hearing or ision of 
the suit in which he was plaintiff in error. The 
Supreme Court neither tried him nor sentenced 
him. It merely on the record of the Crim- 
inal Court of Cook County, in which he was tried 
and sentenced. No prisoner has ever been pres- 
ent in the Supreme Court of Illinois when his case 
was there reviewed and judgment of conviction 


rmed. 

5. The “due process of law” granted by the 
fourteenth amendment to the Constitution is se- 
cured when the laws operate on ali alike. and no 
one is subject to partial or arbitrary exercise of 
the powers of government. a ae 

6. Fixing the day for execution is a ministerial 
act, and fixing it in the- absence of the convict 1s 
not a denial of “due process of law.“ 

7. The complaints made are not cognizable in 
habeas us proceedings. 

8. No Fodeta uestion was raised in the State 
court, and no Federal question is involved giving 
the United States court jurisdiction. 

9. The pardoning power exercised by the Gov- 
ernor is arbitrary, and the manner of its exercise 
is wholly within executive discretion. 


The Attorney-General will leave for Wash- 
ington tomorrow morning to argue the cases 
in the Supreme Court there.

Louis and worked in the Mexican Consul’s of- 
fice. He visited the City of Mexico and de- 
manded of Diaz his appointment as Consul at 
St. Louis. This bemg refused, he returned to 
Texas and began the publication of a papes. 
The Clerical party kept the paper up until its 
venomous attack on Gen. Reyes. Garza was 
then about to be indicted for criminal libel, 
and he laid down the pen to take up the 
sword and started a revolution, backed by the 
Clericals.

AN OMAHA DENTIST'S SUICIDE. 


Charles Shoots Himself Through the 

Head at the Hotel Brewster, 

James Charles, registered from Philadel- 
phia, Pa., but whose papers show him to have 
been a resident of Omaha, Neb., for the last 
fifteén years, committed suicide at the Hotel) 
Brewster, No, 292 Dearborn street, yesterday, 

He did not appear in tne hotel office at his 
usual hour and the hotel clerk, going up-stairs 
and breaking into his room, found him lymg in 
bed with a bullet hole over his right eye 
and a small revolver clasped in his right - 
hand. No one about the hotel heard the shot. 
Charles seems to have planned the deed 
with great care and to have taken great 
precautions lest the shot should be heard. His 
clothing was found stuffed in the cracks of the 
door and about the openings where the steam- 
pipes entered the room, with the evident in- 
tention of deadening the sound. 

In the suicide’s valise were found a scrap- 
book which showed him to have been a den- 
tist by occupation for the last fifteen years at 

maha, Neb., ana several letters patent made 
out to James Charles for various appliances 
used in dentistry. 

Charles first registered at the hotel Nov. 28 
from Philadelphia. He had plenty of money 
and was well dressed and affable. Dec. 
25 he left the hotel for eRe 
as he said, but returned Dec. i 
with a bruised face, a limp left arm, and dirty 
and ragged clothing. He explained that he 
had fallen and hurt himself on his way to the 
depot and had lived in a hotel near it for fle 
days. He borrowed 50 cents from the clerk 
and returned the next day with a 
replenished ‘purse. He paid for his room 
a week in advance and was only 
seen: at. noon each day afterwards. 
When he failed to come down yesterday the 
room was entered, and Charles’ dead body 
found. The suicide is supposed to have friends 
in Chicago. An inquest will be held today. 
The body was taken to the Monroe Street 
Morgue,

In addition to these a large number of pas- 
sengers were bruised and eut, principally by 
broken glass. As near as can be learned the 
collision was due to the engineer of the west- 
bound train losing his bearings in the heavy 
fog which prevailed at the time, and his itgno- 
rance of liis exact locality, The trains had 
orders to pass on the sidings, the eastbound 
train having the right of way. In the fog and 
darkness, however, the engineer of the west- 
bound train ran past the switch ana the two 
trains came together with a fearful crash. 


Collided in the Fog. 


The heavy fog prevented the engineers 
from seeing the danger, and the dim flash 
of the headlight was followed almost imme- 
diately by the deafening crash of the colh- 
sion. There was no time to jump or to check 
the speed of the trains. There was only the 
shriek of the whistle, the hiss Of the air as 
the brakes clasped the wheels, and then the 
deadly shock. The firemen saved their lives 
by jumping, but both engineers stuck to their 
posts, and met death with their hands on the 
throttle. 

Both trains were running at a speed of 
about thirty miles an hour and the shock was 
terrific. One engine climbed up on the other 
and then fell over on its side. Both baggage 
cars were piled up in a heap with the smokers 
thrown half way on top of them. The chair 
cars were telescoped and reduced to kindling- 
wood, but fortunately the sleepers of both 
trains remained on the track. 

For a moment after the shock all was still 
and then the air was filled with the shrieks of 
the wounded, which were partially drowned 
by the hiss of the escaping steam from the 
boilers of the demolished engines. A few of 
the uninjured and self-possessed passengers 
and trainmen at once set to work to extricate 
the wounded from the mass of debris under 
which some ef them were covered, 


The Wreck Takes Fire. 


Then a new horror was added to the scene. 
The coal from the scattered fres set the wreck 
on fire and soon the whole mass was in flames. 
All of the injured were taken out, but the 
flames drove the rescuers away before they 
could reach the bodies of the dead. Both en- 
gineers were pinned under their ines and 
the escaping steam cooked their bodies until 
the flesh fell from the bones in sickemng 
chunks. The four Italian immigrants were 
sitting together in the smoking car and tney 
were pinned down under the wreck of the car. 

Heroic efforts were made to get at them, 
but the flames drove the workers away and 
— forced to stand idly by and see the 
bodies roasted to a crisp, the terrible odor of 
the burning flesh adding to the horror. Fate 
was merciful to the unfortunates, however, 
and it is believed that all of them were killed 
in the first shock and that they were dead be- 
fore the flames reached them. The bodies 
were burned to a crisp and were umrecogniza- 


dle when taken out. 
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The wreckage burned like a tinder box, and 
all the cars of both trains except the sleep- 
ers and one chair car were completely de- 
stroyed. The engines were demolis and 
were shattered out of all semblance to their 
former shape. 

While the cars were burning a trainman 
borrowed a horse from a neighboring farmer 
and galloped to Hannibal for relief, A relief 
train was hurriedly made up, loaded with am- 
bulances and eons, and sent to the scene 
of the disaster. wrecker followed at day- 
light, but it was not until 10 o’clock that the 
bodies of the dead were taken out, The bodies 
of the Sees were sent to their homes in 
Springfielil. Burchard leaves a wife and family. 

remains of the Italians were sent to Han- 
nibal, where they will be buried. 

The wounded trainmen and the most seri- 
ously hurt of the passengers were sent to the 
Wabash Hospital at Moberly, Mo.

THEY HAVE A LIVELY TIME WITH 


NUMEROUS BLAZES, 


Narrow Escape of Some of Them While 
Answering a Cali from the Bradley 
Manafacturing Company~—A Farm Im- 
plement Plant Damaged $5,000—The 
Old Orpheus Hall on West Lake Street 
Gutted—Cigarette-Smokers Start a Lit- 
tle Fire on Clark Street—Other Biazes. 


‘Yesterday was a busy one for the firemen, 
especially towartis evening, when the alarins 
began to rattle in with alarming frequency. 
The first call came from the box at 
and Twelfth streets at 11:53 in the forenoon; 
the second frém Paulina and th 
streets at 1:45 p. m., and the third from Jeffer- 
on and Lake streets at 4:25 p.m. For this 
a second alarm was sent out, avd then soon 
after the excitement in the department 
commenced in earnest. Almost in a bunch 
four alarms from as many fites wére rung. 
and the operators in the fire alarm office be- 
gan to think of firebugs, dynamites, Anarch- 
ists, and other enemies of property. The 
night men had just come on and it kept them 
and the day men and a fire marshal— 
six in all—busy as dees to keep 
track of the locations and the en- 
gines and answer questions. The fourth alarm 
for the day came in at 5 o’clock from Forty- 
third street, near Packers avenue; the fifth at 
5:22 from Morgan and Maxwell; the sixth at 
5:26 from Halsted and Randolph—a second 
alarm was sent auton this; the seventh at 
5:46 from Harrison and Clark; the eighth at 
7:45 from Twenty-sixth and Indiana avenue; 
and the ninth at 8:19 from Forty-fifth and 
Wallace streets. 

None of the were of a very serious 
character. Nör is it believed that any of them 
was of an incendiary origin. 

Close Call of Several Firemen, 

Fire broke out on the fourth floor of the 
David Bradley Manufacturmg company’s 
plant, Nos. 49 to 85 Fulton street, and Nos. 52 
to 58 North Jefferson street, shortly after 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, and just as Engine 
No. 34 turned from Lake street into Jefferson 
and raced down that street with Hook and Lad- 
der No. 2a large wagon loaded with barrels 
blocked the way of the truck. The wagon 
driver paid little attention to the gongs, and 
the driver of the truck had to make a sudden 
turn to avoid a collision. But in missi 
barrel-loaded wagon the rear e of 
the truck struck the engine with ter- 
rific force. Engineer Thomas Ryan and 
Assistant Engineer Joseph Hellman saw the 
danger in time to avert a blow that must in- 
stantly have killed them. They bent down 
and the ladder 2 over their heads, crush- 
ing the smoke-stack of the engine as easily as 
if it had been made of paper. The force of 
the blow almost knocked the engine over and 
the truck crew narrowly missed bemg thrown 
to the ground. The engine, however, was not 
disabled. 

The fire at the Bradley company plant neces- 
sitated a second arth oe but — was under con- 
trol by 5:30 o' clock. mpany manu- 
factures agricultural A. insie ~ blaze 
started in the paint shop. About fifty work- 
men were in the shop, and none of them 
noticed the flames in the west end until the 
woodwork was ablaze, but they got out in 
safety. The fourth floor was occupied by the 
finishers, and large quantities of farm im- 
plements were in process of finishing and 
were ly damaged. 

Bradley, Secretary of the company, 
said the books were locked up in the office 
vault and it was impossible to give a list of 
the insurance companies, over fifty of which 
were represen The 1 he thought, 
would be comparatively light, provided the 
machinery was nut damaged, which was im- 
probable. Fire Marshal Campion placed the 
loss at $5,000. He thought the fire was caused 
by spontaneous combustion in the paint shop. 


An Old Landmark Gutted. 


An ancient landmark, the old Orpheus Hall, 
‘at Peoria and Lake atreets, came near being 
destroyed by fire about 6 0 *clock in the even- 


The building is a tumbledown four-story 
structure, 50x100 feet, and was erected thirty- 
five years ago. lames were seen bursting 
from an upper story, and when the first fire- 
men arrived the blaze had gained good head- 
way. The character of the building and the 
fact that it is located in a nest of rickety frame 
structures induced the firemen to issue a sec- 
ond call for engines, and with the added forces 
the fire was fought from every side. 

Firemen climbed to the tracks of the Lake 
street L' road, and found an excellent van- 
tage ground. The east wall, weak from non- 
support, fell. and the flremen- had a lively 
scramble in escaping from the flying boards. 
The upper floors of the building were pretty 
well gutted, but the stores below suffered lit- 
tle damage. 

The building had a hall originally on the 
upper two floors, used by the Or * Sing- 
ing Society, an old-time body. It was used 
atterwards as a dance hall, and for many 
years enjoyed the reps utation of being the 
toughest place on the West Side. The hall 
was finally cut up into dwelling rooms, and 
the toughest denizens of the West Side flocked 


there 

How the fire started is not known. The 
damage to the buildmg. which was owned by 
Ezra J. Warner, was $2,500, and to the effects 
of the families living on the upper floors half 
as much. The building was insured. It is 
said that the structure had been condemned as 
unfit for living purposes. 

Other Fires. 

The cigarette habit caused thedestruction of 
the shed in the rear of No. 368 South Clark 
street lastevening. The place had not been 
in use for some time, but a quantity of hay 
and excelsior had been left there by a former 
lessee. Boys in the neighborhood had 
been accustomed to use it as a 
playhouse, and the fire is supposed to 
have been caused by a lighted 8 The 
fire spread to the sheds adjoining, and for a 
time the destruction of the buildings in the 
block was feared, The department responded 

remptly to the alarm and extinguished the 
— The loss was merely nominal. 

A defective grate caused a small blaze in 
Watson S. Hinkley’s residence, No. 92 East 
Twenty-sixth street, at 7:30 o'clock last night.

But something more is required to abate 
the nuisance and that is the hearty codpera- 
tion of the city authorities. Private labors 
are persuasive and not compulsory. The au- 
thorities can exercise the powers of the law 
and force to terms those obstinate offenders 
who have no public spirit, do not care 
whether the city 1s clean or dirty, and 
will not make an attempt to stop their chiin- 
neys smoking if it adds a dollar ayear to their 
expenses. 

Unfortunately neither the past nor present 
city administration has taken any warm in- 
terest in this matter. The recdrds prove it. 
Figures printed in Monday’s Tarnuxx showed 
that between July 21 and Nov. 26, 1890, while 
Mr. Cregier was Mayor, 331 suits were brought 
for violation of the smoke ordinance. In 
neafly all these cases $50 fines were imposed, 
the aggrégate being about $16,000. Not a 
cent was collected, however, on these fines, 
owing to the fact that 269 out of the 331 cases 
were canceled, while iu twenty-six the de- 
fendants paid costs. Probably the fines were 
remitted and the offenders allowed to go free 
because they promised to do better. If so, 
most of the sinners failed to keep their word, 
for their chimneys are perpetually pouring 
out clouds of smoke. 

During the period between the 12th of last 
May and the close of December there were 
about 350 suits begun and actedon. The 
statistics printed in yesterday’s Tarsunz show 
that these cases were dealt with more satis- 
factorily than those handled by the preceding 
administration. Fines to the amount of $617 
were collected and executions calling for 
$2,420 more are in the hands of constables for 
collection. About 150 cases were dismissed, 
but it is alleged that this was done only when 
the nuisance had been abated and the costs 
paid. For fines amounting to over $3,000 no 
executions appear to have been issued. That 
13 a matter which requires explanation. 

Mayor Washburne’s officers have done bet- 
ter work than those of Mayor Cregier, but 
they have fallen far short of their duty. Many 
of the persons the charges against whom were 
dismissed because they agreed to abate the 
nuisance have failed to do so, yet they do not 
appear to have been called to account for it. 
The total number of prosecutions, including 
those not yet d of, amounts to about 
400. That is at the rate of twoa-day. There 
has been no time, however, when the Smoke 
Inspector or his subordinates could not have 
found material for twenty prosecutions in the 
course of a twenty-minute walk. Had they 
spent a working day in getting up cases they 
could have picked up two or three bundred 
first-class ones, but they averaged only two a 
day. What were they doing during those hours 
which they are supposed to devote to the serv- 
ice of the city? 

Every day when they left the City Hall they 
must have seen the sky black with smoke and 
the air filled with soot. It has been so ever 


better matters is to begin suits against 400 
persons, most.of whom are as energetic vio- 
lators of the smoke ordinance as ever. This 
is not a good record, and one of the first 
thmgs which those gentlemen who are seeking 
to abate the smoke nuisance should do is to 
eqjl the attention of the Mayor to these facts 
and endeavor to get his codperation, with 
which they can do a great deal and without 
which they can do comparatively little.

ley to the effect that the revolutionary bands 


of Garza are rapidly disintegrating and tak- 
ing refuge on Mexican soil is true. The re- 
sponsibility of this country for his belligerent 


operations against Mexico, with whom we. 


are on friendly terms, is not of an ordinary 
kind. There is little doubt that Garza not 
only has been a resident of Texas, but isa 
naturalized citizen of this country. At one 
time, indeed, he had considerable power as a 
local political leader in Laredo, Be this as it 
may, he has organized a revolution against 
the established government of Mexico, aided, 
it is said, by the priests and other disaffected 
persons, and has made a sparsely settled por- 
tion of the Texas frontier his base of opera- 
tions for raids into Mexico and for recruiting 
his ranks, It ig also clear that Garza is but 
the agent of other parties behind him, prob- 
ably the priests, as the Clerical party in Mex- 
ico is greatly dissatisfied with the Diaz Gov- 
ernment, owing to ite unfriendly legislation 
against them. Garza himself, in interviews, 
declares that there is widespread discontent 
in Northetn Mexico against the administra- 
tion, and that Diaz has been tyrannical and 
corrupt in his government. It is.also alleged 
that owing to his maladministration of affairs 
several States are suffering from famine, and 
that the feeling of discontent is spreading rap- 
idly. 

If this be true, it is all the more reason that 
Garza should transfer the scene of his opera- 
tions to Mexican soil, where he will be much 
more likely to secure recruits than on the 
Texas frontier. If all that he alleges be true, 
he has only to cross the river and unfold his 
standards and thousands will come flocking to 
them, and he will have an army instead of a 
mob of a few hundred undisciplined Greasers. 
There is no doubt that some dissatisfaction ex- 
ists in Mexico, but this offers no excuse for his 
flagrant violation of the international rela- 
tions of the two countries, and his using 
United States territory as the base of his 
operations against our friendly neighbor. 
The least the government can do is to send a 
force to the Texan frontier sufficient either 
to surround and capture the revolutionary 
bandits and thus end their operations, or to 
drive them over the Rio Grande and keep 
them there so that the Mexican Government 
may deal with them. If they have a good 
cause, as Garza claims, let him prosecute it 
on Mexican soil and maké war against Mexi- 
co in Mexico: but good cause or bad cause, he 
either should be captured or driven from 
United States territory. If the case had been 
reversed and Mexico had harbored revolution- 
ists plottmg against the American Govern- 
ment, it might have led to war before this. 


NO LIKELIHOOD OF NEW YORK BEING 
“* MICHIGANIZED.”’ 

It has been said by some Republican papers 
that if the Democrats got control of the New 
York Legisiature they would Michiganize ” 
its Electoral vote. They have both branches 
of it, but it is not likely that they will provide 
for the choice of Electors by districts because 
it might help the aaa piags ae more than it 
would tiem. 

Assuming that the new tintin go Repub- 
hean and the old ones divide as they did in 
1888 the vote will stand, excluding New York, 
Indiana, and Michigan: Republican 204, Dem- 
ocrat 175. If Michigan gives eight Repub- 
lican and six Democratic votes the totals will 
be: Republican 212, Democrat 181. The Re- 
publican candidate could win if he carried 
New York. The Democrat to succeed would 
have to carry both New York and Indiana. 

If the Democrats were to Michiganize 
New York it would be difficult for them to do 
it so thoroughly that the Republicans could 
not pick up eleven of the thirty-six Electoral 
votes. If they did their candidate would have 
223 out of 444 votes in the Electoral College. 
The Republicans might fall short of carrying 
the State and yet carry enough districts to 
give them the necessary number of Electors. 


But if the choice of Electors were taken from | 


the people of New York and given to the Leg- 
islature, then Indiana would become the piv- 
otal State, and whichever side got it would 
win. So if any change is made in the manner 
of choosing Electors it will be to intrust it to 
the Legislature. The district system will not 
be adopted. And as the exercise of the power 
of choice by the Legislature would free the 
Democracy from the necessity of nominating 
a@candidute whose special qualification and 
recommendation was that he could carry New 
York, it is not probable that Senator Hill’s 
frierids in the Legislature will be in favor of 
changing the present system. With New York 
certainly Democratic, his chance of getting 
the nomination would disappcar and with it 
Mr. Cleveland’s. 


CALHOUN FREE-TRADERS ASKING FOR 
PROTECTION, 


Tue Tons referred recently to the fact 
that the growers of Sea Island cotton were 


claiming that the price of their product had 


fallen of late years because of the competi- 
tion of Egyptian cotton, which has been im- 
ported in increasing quantities, about 21,000,- 
000 pounds having been consumed im this 
country last year. The cotton-spinners like 
the Egyptian staple because of the peculiar 
glossiness of the goods made from it. In 
order to get rid of this insignificant competi- 
tion the Georgia and South Carolina planters 
of Sea Island cotton have been demanding 
that a duty be put on the foreign product, and 
the Charleston News and Courier asserts that 
their claim is a meritorious one. 

In the first place the production of Sea 


Island cotton is not large enough compara- 


tively speaking to justify the’ demand, for it 
forms less than 1 per cent of the entire Amer- 
iean cotton crop. The following figures show 
in bales what the product has been during the

THE SUPERIORITY OF THE AMERICAN 


CRUISER, 

The Ordnance Bureau at Washington has 
made a significant comparison of the total 
battery capacity of the cruiser New York, re- 
cently launched, with that of the English 
cruiser Blake; likewise of the relative effi- 
ciency of the ries, firmg on either broad- 
side and ahed@and astern. The comparison 
shows that the Blake is a vessel of 9,000 tons 
displacement, carrying in its main battery 
2 nine and two-tenths-inch breech-loading rifles 
and 10 six-inch rapid-fire guns. In its second- 
ary battery are 16 three-pounder rapid-fire 
guns and 7 machine guns. It is also provided 
with 4 fourteen-inch torpedo tubes. The 
weight of its projectiles is stated thus: 

Nine and two-tenths-inch, 380 pounds; six-inch, 
100 pounds. The total weight of its all-round fire 
is 1,808 pounds, of which 1,760 pounds is from the 
main battery and 48 pounds is from the secondary 
battery. The total weight of its broadside fire is 
1,284 pounds, of Which 1,260 pounds is from the 
main battery and 24 pounds from the secondary 
battery. The total weight of fire ahead or astern 
is 604 pounds, of which 590 pounds is from the 


main battery and 24 pounds from the secondary 
battery. 


The cruiser. New York is of 8,100 tons dis- 
placement. It carries in its main battery 6 
eight-inch breech-loading rifles and 12 four- 
iach rapid-fire guns and in its secondary bat- 
tery 8 six-pounder rapid-fire guns, 4 one- 
pounders, and 4 machine guns. It also has 6 
eighteen-inch torpedo tubes. Its weight of 
projectiles is stated as follows: 


Eight-incn, 250 pounds; four-inch, 33 pounds; 
six-pounder, 6 pounds, and one-pounder, 1 pound, 


The total weight of its all-around fire is 1,949 | 


pounds, of which 1,896 pounds is from the main 
battery and 52 pounds from the secondary battery. 
The total weight of broadside fire is 1,474 pounds, 
of which 1,448 pounds is from the main battery 
and 26 from the secondary. The total weight of 
dire ahead or astern is I. iss pounds, of which 1,132 
pounds is from the main battery and 26 from the 
secondary. 

The comparisun shows that the battery of 
the New York is superior to that of the Blake 
at every point, ‘besides. bemg much more 
rapid in wr The greater weight of the 
Blake’s projectile is overcome by the high 
quality of the New York’s guns and the higher 
velocity obtained from them. In fighting end- 
on the New York i infinitely superior, for 
whether itis pursuing an enemy or running 
from a heavily-armored vessel it can at one 
discharge throw 1,158 pounds of metal, of 
which 1,132 are from 1ts main battery, against 
the Blake’s 604, of which but 580 are from its 
main battery. The New York also has the 
advahtage in torpedoes, being provided with 
six tubes 18 inches in diameter, while the 
Blake has but four tubes 14 inches in diame- 
ter. Comparing the two vessels in action the 
report says: 

The New York has nearly twice the efficiency of 
the Blake in weight of metal alone, while it 
would have more than four chances for hits to 
one of the English vessel. In a battle between 
the two ships the English Captain, to equalize in 
any degree the fire of his vessel with the end fire 
of the New York, would be compelled to turn 
his fall broadside te the enemy, and thus not only 
give a better target for the guns of the American, 
but also expose himself, if the battle were at 
close range, to great danger of being rammed or 
struck by a torpedo. 

A great weakness of the Blake in a fight end-on 
lies in the fact that only one of its heaviest guns 
can be brought to bear in this position, and if 
this should be disabled by a shot from the enemy, 
or by an accident to the carriage, it would be 
badly crippled. 

The New York, on the other hand, brings to 
bear, either ahead or astern, four of its heaviest 
guns in three widely separated stations, and the 
probability of more than one or two of them be 
ing disabled is small. 

Thus at all points the American fight- 
ing machine of 8,100 tons displacement 
is superior to the British of 9,000 tons. The 
comparison shows clearly that the New York 
can whip two such ships as the Blake. The 
Harvey nickel steel plates of the New York 
are also far more protective than the Blake’s 
armor and its guns will have a considerably 
higher velocity. Thus the new navy rapidly is 
getting into a position where it can assert it- 
self. When our three big battle ships are 
completed they undoubtedly will be a match 
in fighting ability for any six others in the 
world,

Yet Sir George had his faults. They were of 
the kind which may bo described as English, 
you know.“ Probably his surroundings were 
much more to be blamed for these failings than 
his own head or heart, for he was always a kindly 
man as well as an honorable one to those whose 
work he judged to be worthy of attention. His 
biggest mistake was in connection with the dis- 
covery of the planet Neptune, the most distant 
from the sun of any ‘yet known, It placed in a 
very equivocal position for years the man who 
but for Prof. Airy would have becn hailed all 


over the world as the first and only discoverer of 


the planet, an honor that is widely claimed for 
Leverrier. As early as 1831 the suggestion was 
made to Airy thata planet exterior to Uranus 
might possibly be discovered by studying the per- 
turbations of the latter, which could not be recon- 
ciled with the gravitation theory by taking into 
account only the then known planets. Airy 
scouted the idea, and several years afterwards 
expressed it as his opinion that there was ho 
such action as claimed. In October, 1845, Mr. J. 
C. Adams, then a young man, left with Sir George 
a paper containing the result of his calculations 
of the perturbation of Uranus by a supposed ex- 
terior planet, but the paper appears not to have 
been even read for several months. The next June 
Leverrier published his own calculations on the 
subject, and Sept. 23 following Dr. Galle of Ber- 
lin, discovered the planet by pointing his tel- 
escope on the spot in the heavens indicated by 
the Frenchman. Then Airy admitted the receipt 
of the paper, and stated as a result of his exam- 
ination that a publication of the elements as ob- 
tained by Mr. Adams might have led to the dis- 
covery of the planct in November, 1845. Of course 
this statement was nota pleasant one to the 
French astronomers, and led by Arago they disput- 
ed it at length. The result is that the two men are 
generally named together as entitled to the honor 
of discovery, but the name of Leverrier uccupies 
the first place, and the right of the other to be 
honored in that confection is not conceded by 
everybody. 

Equally unfortunate, though in a matter of 
minor importance, was the position taken by Airy 
in regard to the preparauons for observing the 
transits of Venus across the face of the sun in 
1874 and 1882, By virtue of his position as Astron- 
omer Royal he designated the several places on 
the earth's surface which he thought would be 
most suitably occupied by observing parties. 
Proctor tried .to induce a change in more than 
one of these stations, and pointed out that they 
were not the most suitable, thereby incurring the 
displeasure of Airy, and as a result threw up his 
position of (honorary) Secretary of the British 
Astronomical Society. It was afterward con- 
ceded that Airy was in the wrong on those points 
named by Proctor, but the wound was not there- 
by healed. 

On leaving the post of Astronomer Royal Airy 
announced it as his intenuon to devote himself to 
work on the theory of lunar motion, in the con- 
struction of formule by which the perturbations 
from the mean place should all be expressed in 
functions of the time. He published some of his 
results, and entered on the construction of tables, 
employing a force of young men as computers. A 
few years ago he discovered that they had com- 
mitted some grave mistakes through not under- 
standing the arithmetic of sines,’’ witich it seems 
he had not taken the trouble to explain to them. 
As that is a very simple matter, only requiring at- 
tention to the fact that the sines are minus for all 
angles greater than 180 and less than 360 degrees, . 
it was a most important and may be called an un- 
pardonable omission to make. It seems that a 
large part of the work had to be done over again, 
and probably the undertaking is now far from 
compietion in consequence, though its exact state 
has not been reported to the writer in the last 
two or three years. It is more than possible that 
it will be taken up and finished by others. If so 
it will be a noble monument to the memory of the 
dead astronomer and a high testimony to his am- 
bition at an age when most men would deem it 
not worth while to exert themselves, even in a di- 
rection which had been their lifelong study. 


Indians Getting Civilized. 

The facility with which the noble red man adopts 
the habits of civilization when they happen to 
comport with his natural fhstincts is illustrated 
by a correspondent of the St. Paul Pioneer-Press 
who visited the White Earth Reservation New 
Year’s day. His narrative still further em- 
phasizes the fact that gambling is a universal 
passion and that the Indian is not only as zealous 
and enthusiastic in its pursuit as his white 
brother, but sometimes mauifests a superior de- 
gree of skill and intelligence in the mysteries 
ofcards. 

The story of this correspondent goes to show 
that while scandals have sometimes arisen 
in the army after pay-day by reason of the 
passion for poker among soldiers, the same 
passion exists among these Indians and is grati- 
fied as soon asthe agent pays them their an- 
nußzies. The game is playod with all the ceremony 
and regard for routine that characterize a swell 
game among the whites. As soon as the Govern- 
ment Agent begins paying them their aunnities, 
White Cloud, the head chief of the Chippewas, 
opens up a poker shop in his own honse and 
sends out his invitations for a game. There are 
no regrets. The hundred Indians on the reserva- 
tion gather promptly and make up their sets, 
White Cloud receiving as his commission 25 cents 
on jackpots, averaging about $60 per day, and he 
never misses his money, as he has plenty of 
spotters to watch the games. He furnishes the In- 
dians with food and liquor gratuitously so that 
the playing may not be interrupted. They will 
sit there day after day until the money passes 
from one player’s hands to another's and ul- 
timately one of them controls the whole of it. 
Then a big spree begins at the expense of the 
winner. The game is conducted as decoronsly 
and regularly asitis among the whites. When 
an Indian has staked bis last dollar or blanket he 
is turned out of the game. 

The remarkable feature of Lo’s playing is his 
skill. As he has had no opportunity to study 
Schenck’s manual, or any of the other white 
authorities, it follows that this skill must be 
native tohim. He plays without any apprecia- 
tion of the value of money, but with sincere ap- 
preciation of the value of a good hand. It is also 
in his favor that it is extremely difficult to blaff 
an Indian in any way, and that the natural im- 
mobility of his face makes it impossible to con- 
jecture what he bolds. The most of the playing 
is done among themselves, but occasionally am- 
bitions white players from Mianeapolis and St. 
Paul have visited them for the purpose of secur- 
ing their annuity money, but they are worsted in- 
variably in the attempt. Thelion’s share of their 
money gets into White Cloud's pockets, and the 
rest is distributed among the cunning old bucks. 
The Chippewas are evidently on the high road to 
civilization, They have achieved one of its most 

intricate mysteries, and so successfully as to out- 
do their white brethren even witheut such aids to 
learning as the guidebooks prepared by the late 
Mr. Schenck and Mr. Florence. It is likely, now 
that attention has been called to their peculiar 
penchant for poker, the agents will be rep- 
rimanded severely for allowing the game in the 
annuity season. Aud this with the utmost pro- 
priety, for the Indians have only not mastered 
one of the fundamental customs of civilization, 
but have manifested a decided superiority to their 
white brethren in carrying it out. Why should 
they not bé directed to take up others and go on 
with the work of civilization in other directions? 
If they are such apt natural scholars in poker 
they may prove equally apt in some of the other 
customs, which may be more remunerative to 
them than their present accomplishment. It 
would be well to try it; even at the risk of dis- 
turbing White Cloud's jackpot commissions.

Tanater, Jan. 5.—Five hundred soldiers of 
the Sultan are approaching Tangier accom- 
panied by a committee to inquire into the 
grievance of the Khabyles. Bashaw Sid Ma- 
homed is an arrant coward, and locks up him- 
self and soldiers at sunset in the citadel, leav- 
ing the town totally unguarded. The peas- 
ants have sent reassuring messages. The war- 
ships are steaming up and down in the offing 
prepared to land men at any moment.

| ROAD DIVIDENDS INCREASED. 


4 Probability of an Advance iu the 
Price of the Product of the Mills—De- 


~~ feat for the Ticker Companies. 


North Chicago Street railroad stock is now 


a per cent dividend payer. - 


The biggest conundram in the local stock 
market for some time has been the coming 
dividerd rate on North Chicago Street rail- 
road stock. The stock has been paying semi- 
annual dividends at the rate of 8 per cent, but 
the last year has been one of big increases in 
the business and an increase in the dividend 
has been expected. Confident predictions of 
10 per cent have been made and it was gener- 
ally said that the stock would go to 200 if that 
rate was adopted. The directors met late 
yesterday afternoon and decided to make the 
rate 9 per cent. A semi-annual dividend of 
43¢ per cent will be paid Jan, 15.. The trans- 
fer books close from Jan. 9 to Jan. 16. 

The secret of what the directors’ action 
would be was well guarded. It is doubtful if 
any one had any positive information outside 
of the company’s office. The effect of their 
action has already been pretty well discounted 
in the stock market, however. The belief 
that an advance would be made was so strong 
that the stock has advanced about 15 points 
in the last two or three weeks, it selling yes- 
terday at 185, — * 

American Straw Board stock has been mak- 
ing somesharp advances for several days. 
Monday it sold at 75. Yesterday morning it 
opened at 8014, and advanced 2 points. Only 
a week or so ago the stock was selling at 67. 
The reason for the strength is an expected ar- 
rangement with the wills outside the company 
0 that prices may be advanced. The Ameri- 
ean Straw Board company was formed in 
1890, and at that time took in nearly all the 
straw-board mills of the country, capitalizing 
them at $6,000,000. 

Straw board had sold as high as $60 or $70 a 
ton. When the mills were combined the 
price was dropped, and under the influence of 
competition great reductions have since 
been made. The company organized several 
changes in the methods of doing busi- 
ness, among others abolishi intermediate 

agents and selling direct to the 
consumer. This created a great deal, of en- 
mity, and many of the old agents enlisted the 
sympathy and capital of their relatives and 
friends and built new strawboard mills. The 
result is that today the total capacity of all 
the mills in the country u something like 250,- 
000 tons annually, while the consumption is 
not over 120,000 or 180,000 tons. Negotiations 
have been going on for several weeks between 
the American Straw Board people and Mr. 
Spaulding of Boston, who represents the out- 
side concerns, he having been appointed ex- 


r clusive sales agent for nearly all of them. 


These negotiations have looked toward the 

bringing about of an understanding and the 

advance in prices from $30 to $40 a ton. 
Either Going Up or Down. 

No arrangement has yet been completed,“ 
said General Manager Swinerton of the Amer- 
ican Straw Board company yesterday. Such 
negotiations have been going on and may re- 
sult in such arrangement, but I shall not be 
in favor of making any advance in prices un- 
less it looks likely to be a permanent agree- 
ment. One thing is certain—the price of 
straw board will not remain where it 1s now; 
it is either going up or it is going down. 

‘here 18 an overproduction; there are too 
many mills; some of these mills have got to 
be closed or I will have to be cut. We 
made a price list a year ago and held to it all 
through 1891, but we propose to meet compe- 
tition now if necessary. We have been getting 
$30 a ton for the board delivered to the custo- 
mer. The freight averages $ a ton. An old- 
fashioned mill cannot produce board at a 
profit and sell at a net price of $25aton. The 
price of the goods delivered to the customer

“If any arrangement is made it is not 
going to be a pool with a limit put on produc- 
tion. That would be against ‘the anti-trust 
law, and we are keeping that law clearly in 
mind. The thing that will be done will be to 
rant the small old-fashioned mills and close 
them up. We can do that where we could not 
say to a mill that you must limit your produc- 
tion to so many tons a day. Under this plan 
all the mills that remain running will be free 
to run to their full capacity, and everybody 
will sell goods at the same price. This will 
improve the quality of the product, for the 

oods will then sell solely on their merits. 

he arrangement isn’t made yet, however, and 
we have got to be offered something better 
than we have had yet or it will not be. 

Information from other sources is positive 
on the point that the agreement is all but 
completed and that prices will advance in a 
short time. The present indifferent attitude 
of the Straw Board people is said to be as- 
sumed for the purpose of bringing a few small 
mill owners to terms who are not yet ready 
to go into the pool. The men on the Stock 
Exchange who have advanced the price of 
Straw Board stock 8'¢ points in two days 
certainly feel pretty confident that the agree- 
ment has practically been made and that with 
the help of a 30 per cent advance in the price 
of the product the company has a period of 
big earnings before it.

BUSY DR. KATE MITCHELL HERE. 


A Distinguished EnglishWoman’s Visit to 


Chicago, 

In response to the invitations issued by Mrs. 
R. A. Emmons a goodly number of the women 
physicians, druggists, and dentists of IIlinois 
gathered at the Sherman House yesterday aft- 
ernoon to meet Dr. Kate Mitchell, the English 
physician and temperance worker, who is 
making a short visit in Chicago. 

Drs. Lucy Waite, . Frances Dickinson, and 
Maria Reasner received the guests, Dr. Waite 
introducing them to Dr. Mitchell, who found 
time for a little chat with 

Dr. Mitchell is a short, woman. 
features are irregular but pleasing ; the mouth 
is sensitive, the gray eyes keen, and the light 
brown hair suits both.. Her voice is low and 
refined and her manner frank arid cordial. 

Born in London, Dr. Mitchell has always 
lived in that city and has for some years prac- 
ticed medicine there in partnersmp with her 
sister, Miss Julia Mitchell. Dr. Mitchell is 
carefully educated, and has been thoroughly 
trained in her chosen profession. 

She is 4 graduate of the London School of 
Medicine (allopathic) and has spent a year in 
study in Paris. Shortly attershe established her 
office in Sloan street, London, she was made a 
member of the British Medical Temperance 
Union, the only woman in all England so 
honored. Dr. Mitchell is also a member of 
the Royal — of Physicians in Dubliu 
and has published two books, one on the 
Drink Question, the other a treatise on 
hygiene for women and girls. She is in sym- 
pathy with the woman’s suffrage and the tem- 
perance movements, and in the latter cause 1s 
pronounced by Lady Henry Somerset one of 
the ablest women speakers in England. 

Dr. Mitchell came to America as a delegate to 
the international temperance convention held 
in Boston this fall; she is remaining here for 
“recreation, rest, and information. Per- 
haps a little, too, for business, as she has de- 
livered a few lectures and proposes to deliver 
more before she returns to England. She 
spends the time in examining typically 


American institutions, und is at present 


deeply interested in coeducation. The Amer- 
ican woman seems to puzzle her. There are 
so many kinds that she no sooner makes up 
her mind than she has to unmake or make it 
over to embrace a new variety. 

Dr. Mitchell finds Chieago women more 


immersed in business than their Boston and 


New York sisters, and marvels that living as 
they do in a perpetual whirl of events they do 
not grow old prematureiy. 

Dr. Mitchell will remain in Chicago until 
the end of this week, when she will go to De- 
troit, thence farther east. ;

TY-FIVE EXECUTIONS. | 


How Cates Against the Violators of City | 


Ordinances Are Delayed—No Disposition 


to Prosecu te Firms Willing to Abate | 
the Nuisance—The Anti-Law Movement 


Outlined by a Manufactnrer—A Semi- 
Bituminous Coal Called the New River 
in. Use at the Board of Trade. 

Smoke Inspector George said the list of 
fines imposed for violations of fhe smoke or- 
dinance published in yesterday’s Tarsunz 
might be misleading as to the dates, The 
dates given indicated thé times at which de- 
fendants were summoned to appear in court, 
not the time when the fines were imposed. 
As continuances were asked in most cases by 
the defendants, and frequently two continu- 
ences were granted in the same case, a delay 


“Sometimes the parties show a disposition 
to do what they can to abate the nuisance. 
Some of them tell us they have contracts to 
put in some smoke consumer or that they are 


making an honest effort to prevent smoking | 


in some other way. I feel like giving them a 
chance, as it always seems better to me to 
have a concern abate a nuisance than to have 
a $50 fine imposed. I think that is the way to 
look at the question. What we are after is to 
abate the nuisance in first place, and if a 
— will not do it then compel the firm to pay 
a fine.’ 

The fines to the amount of $611 which have 
been collected belong to a batch of executions 
issued in June. The executions to the amount 


of $2,420 now in the hands of constables were 


given to them about Dec, 17, and the returns 
have not been made. Assistant City Prose- 


cuting Attorney Himes said: ; ; 


“* Constables Gleason and Mueller have about 
seventy-five executions. Gleason has most of 
them, and I understand he has collected a 
good part of them. They are against firms 
that are reliable, and as they run against the 
bodies of the defendants so that any person 
fined could be arrested and locked up to sat- 


isfy the executions there is no doubt they will, 


all be collected. 

After a fine is imposed the defendant has 
twenty days in which to appeal if he chooses, 
80 no execution issues as a matter of course 
until the expiration of that term. Then we 
wait until we bave a whole batch of cases and 
take out executions. Justice Glennon’s clerk 
was so busy some time ago that there was a 
good deal of delay in getting the executions 
issued. When an execution has been issued 
the constable has seventy days more to make 
his return in. There is ho doubt but all the 
tines will be collected. The City Prosecutor 
never stays an execution in a health or smoke 
case except on the request of the Health De- 


partment, and then he insists on the defend.” 


ant paying the costs. the cases in Tue 
Trrsunez’s list entered as dismissed were dis- 
missed only on payment of costs. 

Marshall Field & Co. appealed two cases 
to the Criminal Court. The fines were $5 and 
$10 in the Justice court, but when tried be- 
fore a jury in the Criminal Court the fines 
were made $50 in each case. I think the de- 
fendant will carry the cases upto the Appel- 
late Court.“ 

Constable Gleason said: 

There were sixty-two or sixty-three smoke 
executions placed in my hands about Dec. 17. 
I have collected twenty-five of them, and 
some of the others may have paid. the fines in 
court. They can do that save costs. I 
will collect every one of them or know the 
reason why. When I gö te a man with an 
execution and he tries to put me off I tell him 
Jam not on the city pay-roll, and the only 
way Learn my living is by the fees. It I 
didn’t collect an execution I wouldn’t get my 
costs out of it. I had to levy on the furniture 
at one or two places, whereupon they at once 
came down with the fines and costs. 


FIGHTING THE SMOKE ORDINANCE. 


A Manufacturer Outlines the Anti-Law 
Crusade—Cause of Opposition. 

„We mean business in our fight against the 
smoke ordinance,” said the prime mover in 
the crusade, a man connected with a big 
manufacturing establishment, who desires, 
however, to avoid notoriety in this connec- 
tion. “I have sent letters to 500 manufactur- 
ing firms in the city within a few days asking 
if they were against the smoke ordinance and 
have received answers from 200. With only 
two exceptions the writers say they are with 
us. I am going to send a copy of the letter 
to every manufacturer and business-man in 
the city and if they can’t see that this is a 
move in their interest ue will have some one 
go to them and seek to convince them where 
their interest lies. | 

“This firm has spent $3,000 to $4,000 in 
smoke consumers. Some of them propose to 
force air through the fires with steam and 
others pretend to force steam through with 
air. Whatever they claim to do they are all 
frauds. I don't say that is impossible, but I 
assert that it is something thaf no appliance 
has yet done—to burn coal and not make 
smoke, To make steam you have to burn 
coal—a city ordinance prevents us from burn- 
ing oil for manufacturing purposes, though : 
is done more or less.- If you will show me a 
smoke consumer that burns up the smoke and 
the work is still done I will give you $1,000. 

The trouble with all the smoke consumers 
is that the inventors have not observed a sin- 
gle scientific principle. There is somebody 
back of this agitation to abolish smoke. It 
is probably the Standard Oil company, which 
started just such an agitation in Cincinnati. 
The reason why the Standard Oil company 


wants to compel manufacturers to stop burn- 


ing coal is evident, and although there is an 
—— nee against such use of oil it could be 
easily repealed. 

Then the city officiala who are raising all 
this hubbub don’t do it for nothing. When 
they have made life a en to a house that 
wants to carry on a manufacturi 
they send up agents for à worthless smoke 
consumer that they have an interest in. 

If the authorities abolish smoke they will 
abolish the manufacturing mdustries ot Chi- 
cago, because coal cannot be burned without 
smoke. At least soft coal, which is mainly 
used, nnot. If every owner of a factory 
burged hard coal the supply would soon be 
out. Why doesn’t the city itself comply with 
the Smoke ordinanee? At the water-works 
the smokestacks belch forth as much smoke 
as any factory. 

“The Smoke ordinance never ought to have 
been passed. If the majority of the City 
Council had been composed of the right sort 
of men, if they had been possessed of any 
scientific knowledge, they would have known 


that what they sought to accomplish was im- 


possible. 

There is a good deal of talk about Chicago 
being a smoky city, but 1 vou 
this city is not smokier, in proportion to the 
amount of manufacturing done, than any 
other city. 3 

“The manufacturers think it is time some- 
thing was done for self-protection. They 
don’t intend to sit quiet and let themselves be 
wiped off the face of the earth.”

MAY SUBWAY FIGURES 


CITY ENGINEER CLARKE’S ESTI- 
MATE IS $1,676,260. 


‘This Does Not Include Possible Land Dam- 


ages—Preparations to Extend the City’s 
Electric-Lighting System—The New Wa- 
ter Tunnel May Be Finished in Summer 
~—Getting the Draimage Ordinance Au- 
thorizing the tissue of $2,000,000 in 
Shape—Miscellanedus Municipal News. 


According to City Engineer Clarke’s esti- 
mates the proposed subway connecting the 
North and South Divisions of the city will cost 
$1,676,250. This, of course, has nothing to do 
with land damages, if there be any, bat is an 
estimate on the actual cost of the work. The 
Joint Committee on Streets and Alleys North 
and South, to which the ordinance providing 
for the building of the subway has been re- 
ferred, asked Mr. Clatke a couple of weeks 
ago for an estimate and be has addressed a 
letter to Chairman Brookman giving his 
opinion as to the cost. 

This letter will be read at the meeting of 
the joint committee Saturday. Mr. Clarke 
reached this conclusion after a careful consid- 
eration of the question. The figures are prac- 
tically the same as those of Gen. William 
Sooy Smith, who has stated to both the joint 
committee and the committee of property- 
owners that the cost would be about $1,500,000.

RAPID WoRK UN THE TUNNEL, 


The Four-Mile Water Conduit to Be Fin- 

ished by July 1. 
A few days ago mention was made in Tan 
Tamm that the. contractors had bored 108 
feet of eight-foot tunnel from the shore head 
of the four-mile tunnel in a week, which was 
followed bythe statement that even at this 
rapid rate of boring the work would not be 
completed in time to afford any relief. this 
sum mer, 

As the distance now to be cut is only about 
4,500 feet, and as the bormg is being done 
from both ends of the tunnel, that means if 
the same progress be kept up that 216 feet of 
the tunnel is made every week. 

But supposing that only 100 feet is bored 
each way, or, 200 in all, each week, then the 
entire tunnel would be completed in lesa than 
twenty-two weeks, or iu June next, and As- 
sistant City Engineer Fiend says that there is 
no reason to doubt but the bori will be 
completed before July 1. But as it would 
take some time thereafter to clean out and 
finish the tunnel he did not think that water 
for the public use could be sent through it be- 
fore September.

PROF. RODNEY WELCH NOT MISSING. 


He Was in Paris Dec. 19 and Enjoying His 
Trip. 

The story from New York that Prof. Red- 
ney Welch, well known in this city, is missing, 
is not credited in Chicago. Friends of the 
professor are not alarmed by his silence. 
Neither does any fear possess them that he 
has met with any accident during his conti- 
nental tour. W. C. T. Hyde of the Times, 
who has been an ‘intimate acquaintance of 
Prof. Welch and his 8 for years, re- 
ceived a letter from him Monday, It was 
dated Paris, Dec. 19. In it the writer stated 
that he was in excellent health and the pul- 
monary troubles with which he had been 
afflicted for years had entirely disappeared. 
He was in the best of spirits and had enjoyed 
every bour of his trip. He spoke of leaving 
within a few days for Naples.

I I do not think any one need fear for Prof.
